The statement on rights and freedoms 


includes clauses which state that the 
r 
allege has a right to be uniquely itself; 
he right to be an educational institution; 
he right to define its own set of value; 
md the right to make changes. It also 
ncludes student rights to equal 
jducation, proper academic evaluation, 
reedom of expression and privacy of 
•ecords. Under the statement, students 
ire allowed rights of inquiry and 
reedom; publication, but with certain 
'esponsibilities. 


The board adopted a tuition and fee 


schedule catling for $4 per semester hour 
charges to resident students; $40 per 
semester hour for out of state students 
and $14 per semester hour for foreign 
students. 


The legislature's bill however states, 


that the college had the perogative to 
charge out of state students who were 
enrolled in the last spring semester the 
fees that they were charged at that time. 
The board accepted a motion to charge 
them the same fees. 


A faculty salary schedule was also 


approved, beginning this year. 


According to the schedule, an in- 


structor's base salary is $900 per month 
for a nine month period. 


An instructor who has a masters 


degree and no experience will receive 


,100 a year. Instructors will receive 


increments of $20 per month for 15 
semester hours of post graduate work; 
$40 per month increment for 30 semester 


; $60 per month for 45 semester 


hours and $80 per month for 60 semesters 
hours of post graduate work. 


They will also receive an increment of 


$13 per month for each year they have in 
teaching experience, in addition to the 
above figures; 


In vocational and professional areas, 


instructors will be paid in a graduated 
scale beginning with $742 for a an in- 
structor without a bachelor's degree and 
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no experience to $872 for an instructor 
without the degree and with ten years 
teaching experience. 


With a degree, the instructor could 


Along the same lines, the board ac- 


cepted a modification to the ad- 
ministration handbook stating that in- 
structors should earn at least an average 
of six semester hours of graduate work 
each two years after employment until 
they have met requirements to retain 
tenure at the college. 


According to Dr. Ben Jones, NJC 


president, the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Schools generally requires 
that all academic instructors possess at 
least 30 semester hours of graduate work 
beyond the master's degree and at least 
60 semester hours of graduate work for a 
smaller number of instructors in each 
junior college.

statement on equal educational op- 
portunity, in accordance to a statement 
issued by the federal

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County Approves HOTCOG 
Communicafions Network

The county commissioners agreed 


Monday morning to pick up the $4,859 
tab for installation of equipment linking 
Navarro County with the HOTCOG com- 
munications network. 


Navarro County's share is ap- 


proximately 25 per cent of the total cost 
of $11,821 for the system. The remaining 
75 per cent is to be paid by the Criminal 
Justice Council. 


Additional equipment — an extra 


walkie-talkie and a pair of mobile units 
—for the system was voted for following 
approval of the county's portion of the 
bill. 


Equipment included in the HOTCOG 


network "package" are two remote 
control consoles, a speed call encoder, 
six mobile units and a pair of walkie- 
talkies. The county will also share with 
Corsicana the 25 per cent cost of 
necessary backbone equipment for the 
network, estimated to total $12,761. 


In other business, the court heard a 


request from George Grimmett of 
Milford for help in gaining access to 
county tax records dating back to the 
early 1900's. 


Grimmett, who owns approximately 


22 acres of land near Barry, was seeking 
information on total taxes paid by his 
family on the land that he says entitle 
him to a reimbursement from the state. 


The land in question is part of several 


sections near Dawson and Barry that is 
owned by the state. A bill passed in the 
1970 session of the state legislature eased 
the requirements for land-owners to gain 
dear title to previously state-vacated 
land. 


The state has never sold or 


relinquished the land; Shell Oil Co. 
leased sections of the land a few years 
ago and discovered that the state 
retained title to much of the leased 
areas. 


Part of the 1970 bill entitles land- 


owners to a rebate on taxes paid over the 
years by those persons who had 


erroneously thought they held dear title 
to the state-owned land. 


According to state law, change of land 


title must come only from the state of by 
Spanish land grant. 


County Judge Kenneth Douglas ad- 


vised Grimmett to seek an estimate on 
the value of the land in question and said 
that the court would discuss the matter 
with the county tax office before 
reaching a decision. A1968 appraisal of 
the land pegged the acreage value at 
$197.50 per acre, Grimmett said, while 
surrounding non-state-owned land was 
selling at about $125 an acre as recently 
as 1962. 


Judge Douglas also announced to the 


court that $46,557 from the County and 
District Road Indebtedness Bureau, will 
be credited to the county's account on 
Sept. 1. The total, given to Navarro 
County by the state agency, represents a 
reduction of approximately $3,000 that 
reflects the county's population loss 
since 1960.

School Board Disapproves 


Half of Integration Plan

The Corsicana School Board Monday 


rejected two parts of a proposed four- 
part plan to satisfy integration 
guidelines suggested by the Dallas office 
of the federal department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 


The decision was announced about 2 


p.m. Monday following a closed-door 
session of the Board. 


Two other provisions of the plan had 


already been accepted 
for 
im- 


plementation during the 1971-72 school 
term. 


Two parts which will be used are 


boundary changes between Lincoln, 
Travis and Sam Houston Elementary 
schools and reassignment of teachers to 
different schools to meet Singleton Case 
requirements. 


The third and fourth parts, which will 


not be implemented, are majority to 
minority 
student 
transfers 
and 


cooperative exchange learning centers. 


Under the first plan; students who are 


in the majority race at a school may ask 
for transfers to a school in which their 
race is in the minority. 


CELC centers would mean con- 


centrated learning centers in each 
elementary school, with students being 
bussed to the centers from their in- 
dividual schools and then returned to 
their original stations. 


Two reasons were given for the 


decision, strong public sentiment 
against the plans and a tight financial 
condition, said Joe Scale, superintendent 
of schools. 


In the statement, Scale commented "I 


see no educational value in causing an 
elementary age pupil to ride a bus for 
two hours or more each day when a 
school is within walking distance of his 
home... I continue to invite any qualified 
educational consultant team to establish 
that the opportunity for a quality 
education in one of the local elementary 


schools is inferior to that in any one of 
the other elementary schools." 


Scale also announced that the board 


reviewed the preliminary school budget 
and approved the state teacher raise and 
the continuance of $350 of local money 
that goes to each teacher, 


i He noted that this, budget was the 
tightest in recent years because the 
school was operating in an inflationary 
economy and without a local tax raise. 


Teacher contracts are to be mailed 


this week. 


The preliminary budget involves a 


grand total expenditure of $3,115,775.76, 
with $94,341.60 for 
administrative 


purposes, and $2,310,383.80 allowed for 
instruction, including salaries. 


Final approval of the budget is ex- 


pected to come at the regular board 
meeting July 16. The board will also hear 
a second reading on the boundary 
changes and discuss a student behavior 
code. 


Area Rain Recorded 


Corsicana recorded less than one- 


tenth of an inch of rainfall over the 
twenty-four hour period since 7 a.m. 
Monday as the summer cold front that 
dumped rain over much of the state last 
week had almost cleared the area. 


Monday's rainfall brought the year's 


total for Corsicana to 14.78 inches, 
barely ahead of last year's total on this 
date of 14.42 and far behind the 1969 total 
of 22.41 inches.

4.50 inches at Cotulla as the larger 
amounts generally soaked areas south of 
a line from Del Rio to near Marshall.

Another flash flood alert went out

roves New Tax

Recommendations from the Board of 


Equalization that the city begin next 
year a complete reappraisal of all 
taxable property by hiring two ap- 
praisers for the tax office and that it 
adopt 100 per cent of value with a lower 
tax rate were accepted by the City 
.Commision Tuesday. 


Dr. L E. McGary, equalization board 


chairman, appeared in support of the 
board's sweeping recommendations 
outlined to the Commission by letter 
several weeks ago, and stressed that in 
the board's opinion the most pressing 
needs concerned the Commission's 
endorsement of the Ehrenborg Ap- 
praisal (formula) System of 1964-65, 
updating costs to current building 
figures, hiring two appraisers to begin 
work, and simplifying the assessing 
process and making it more un- 
derstandable to the public by assessing 
on the basis of 100 per cent. 


In the past Corsicana has used as the 


basis a ratio percentage of 62% per cent 
of market value at 1985 building costs 
and set a tax rate on the $100 valuations 
that would produce sufficient revenues 
to meet budget requirements. 


The tax rate last year was $1.25 and 


preparations for the new year's budget 
is projected on continuing that same rate 
on a percentage of 62% per cent. 


"If we went to 100 per cent of card 


value for assessment value and dropped 
the tax rate," Chairman McGary ex- 
plained, "it would go down to about 80 
cents (on the $100 valuation) and the 
taxpayer would be paying the same tax 
bill as he would using 62% per cent at a 
$1.25 rate." 


"The 62% per cent is a most confusing 


figure to. most people. We feel it would be 
better understood if on the basis of 100 
per cent and it would be simpler to 
compute," the chairman said. 


At present, the tax office has to 


compute a tax bill in two computations, 
first finding the card value from the 
Ehrenborg formula and applying the 
62% per cent ratio basis, then 
multiplying that figure by the adopted 
tax rate, in the present case $1.25. By 
using 100 per cent value as the assessing 
basis, only one computation would be 
needed to multiply the rate; 


The equalization chairman reiterated 


the board's belief that the 45 days now 
allotted the board is not sufficient time 
to evaluate all the city's tax accounts 
and equalize. He pointed out about 80 
per cent of Corsicana's property is on the 
Ehrenborg Appraisal System and said 
the 1971 Board of Equalization had 
concerned itself with trying to get the 
other 20 per cent on this system so all 
property would be treated alike in 
arriving at equitable taxes being paid by 
all. 


The board recommended the city 


undertake a 4-year schedule in com- 
pleting re-appraisal of all 
( property, 


hiring two appraisers who would work 
toward appraising one-fourth of the 
property a year for the next four years 
until the entire town had been covered. 


Commissioner H. R. Stroube Jr. asked 


the Commission if it went to the 100 per 
cent assessment value and lowered the 
tax rate to 80 cents next year, could the 
City Commission in the future "go back 
up on the rate?" City Manager Bob 
Brockman and City Attorney Don 
Pevehouse answered that the rate could 
be increased up to a limit by city charter 
of $1.29. 


. 
, Commissioner P. D. Fullwood brought 
out,;however, with Chairman McGary 
that Corsicana has had the ability for 
years to fluctuate both the tax rate below 
the maximum $1.29 by the percentage of 
market value it chose for the basis of 
assessment. If Corsicana had needed to 


raise X-number of dollars from taxes 
and hold the tax rate at $1.25 it could do it 
by raising the assessment ratio from 
62% to 75 per cent, 80, or up to the 
maximum. 


Fullwood pointed out that by accepting 


the Board of Equalization recom- 
mendations the city wouldn't actually be 
rasing anyone's taxes, just the method of 
computation. In his motion to go to the 
100 per cent basis he included provision 
that the 1971-72 tax rate be dropped to 
"an equivocal figure" to 80 cents or 79 
cents if that's what it figured out to. 
Calculating quickly with pencil and 
paper, Commissioner Fullwood noted 
that a $10,000 house at 62% per cent and 
$1,25 tax rate meant a tax bill of $78.13. 
Taking the same house at 100 per cent 
value and a tax rate of 80 cents on the 
$100 valuation would mean a tax bill of 


$80. He explained to fellow members 
that was his reason for stating in the 
motion that in going to 100 per cent ulue 
basis the next year's tax rate be lower to 
an equivocal figure.' 


On the vote, Commissioner Stroube 


said said he voted "no" because of the 
100 per cent basis because he thought the 
voters ought to be aware that in the 
future their taxes could be raised. 
. 


Other recommendations from 
the 


Board of Equalization were left pending. 
They involved suggestions the city give 
thought to computerizing the tax office, 
that Corsicana bring its cost figures used 
in issuing building permits be brought 
more into line with cost figures and 
market values in arriving at tax 
assessment so that this data coining 
from the building inspector's office to 
fiie tax office will be more meaningful. 


Budget Session 


City officials held an informal work 


session Tuesday following adjournment 
of the regular City Commission meeting 
to give further study to shaping up the 
1971-72 budget and planned still another 
work session next Monday night at 7 
p.m. 


At Tuesday's work session Fire Chief 


Charlie Tieman submitted his recom- 
mendations for differentials in salary for 
the department's classification system 
as an incentive to strive for higher rank. 


Chief Tieman told city officials the 


differential in pay for stepups in rank is 
so small it offers little or no incentive for 
the added responsibility a man takes on 
in a higher classification. 


He said that pay by classifications 


should be the same for the police and fire 
departments, the only city departments 
under civil service with a classification 
system. Chief Tieman said police are 
paid more per month. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood said Police 


Chief Don Massey would be accorded an 
opportunity at the next work session to 
discuss recommendations regarding his 
department. 


At their first work session July 28, City 


Manager Brockman submitted a ten- 
tative budget of $2,242,202 which carried 
a recommended blanket raise of 5 per 
cent for all employes, exduding him- 
self. During the session, Mayor 
Youngblood declared they would go into 
executive session and requested

Police Widening Drug 
Information Program 


Auditors Hired By City 
WORTHAM 


The Corsicana Police Department is 


preparing now to widen its public in- 
formation program on drug abuse and 
soon will have in hand some 2,000 copies 
of a booklet, "A Trip To Nowhere", for 
distribution the the schools and service 
clubs. 


Police Chief Don Massey announced 


Tuesday the department has contracted 
with Community Information Service 
Co. of Dallas to furnish Corsicana with 
2,000 of the books which have received 
enthusiastic response in creating 
awareness on the part of a local com- 
munity of the problems of addicitions not 
only to drugs but those habituated to 
alcohol. 


Chief Massey said two representatives 


of the Community Information Service 
Co., were to begin Tuesday a telephone 
solicitation among Corsicana business 
firms for sponsored advertisements in 
the book which will defray costs.of 
publication and making the books 
available for local distribution. 


"We intend to distribute the books in 


our schools, to service clubs and to use 
them as source materials in programs 
members of the Police Department will 
present before groups on the dangers of 
drug and alcohol 
representatives of the book's publishers 
to solicit paid advertising in this book. A 
simple line listing of a business as a 


'community sponsor' will be $10 and a 
line listing name and address of an 
advertiser as a back cover 'executive 
sponsor' will cost $15," Chief Massey 
explained. 


The 20-page book is dedicated to the 


prevention of some of the tragedies of 
ignorance of both the adult and youth 
community, but particularly to orienting 
to the dangers of abuse youth who are so 
vulnerable. 


It contains helpful information on how 


to fight back against drug abuse by 
defining narcotics in a "drug glossary" 
and through a detailed "guide" to some 
drugs which are subject to abuse. The 
bsok details the "alpha drugs"— 
cocaine, opium and its derivates, 
morphine, herpin; the "beta drugs"— 
alcoholic intoxicants; the "gamma 
drugs"— amphetamines and bar- 
bituates, phenobarbital, bromides, glue, 
etc.; and "delta drugs"—hallucinogens 
and their derivatives and compounds: 
marijuana, LSD, acid. 


Chief Massey said he feels this in- 


formational type program will tie in with 
the drug education program Texas 
schools, the particularly those in Cor- 
sicana, are beginning this school under a 
new state law.

Submission of Corsicana's application 


for re-certification of its Workable 
Program by the Federal Government 
was approved Tuesday by the City 
Commission. 


City manager Bob Brockman said the 


Workable Program is a plan or guideline 
whereby the city sets forth what im- 
provements it contemplates making and 
what progress it has made toward up- 
dating and enforcing its codes. Cer- 
tification may make the city eligible to 
receive certain federal grants. 


He pointed out Corsicana has had a 


Workable Program for four years now, 
and the guide comes up for certification 
at two-year intervals. The program's 
certification expired in June. 


Commissioners approved the hiring of 


Wilcox, Pattillo and Brown to make the 
audit of the city's financial statements at 
a fee of $5,900. Manager Brockman said 
this was an increase of $275 over what 
the firm charged last year. This firm has 
done Corsicana's auditing for several 
years. 


At his request, Brockman was 


authorized to seek bids for putting a new 
roof on the city mainteance barn 
estimated to cost $2,000. 


Brockman informed the Commission 


he will re-advertise for two police cars 
authorized in this year's budget. Earlier, 
no bids were received in response to the 
city's advertisment 
due to the 


manufacturers being in the "change- 
over" process of new car models and 
local dealers couldn't make deliveries. 


City Attorney Don Pevehouse in- 


formed the Commission that effective 
Sept. 1 Corsicana will begin haying to' 
levy costs of $2.50 in city court cases 
upon convictions in misdemeanor cases. 


Pevehouse said notification came in a 


letter from the Comptroller of Public 
Accounts that the last Legislature had 
passed a bill requiring Texas courts to 
begin assessing court costs. This is to 
create a special fund known as the 
Criminal Justice Planning Fund to 
provide state and local funds under 
Public Law 90-351, known as the 
Ominibus Crime Control & Safe Streets 
Act of 1968 as amended. 


The city attorney said the letter from 


Comptroller Robert S. Calvert pointed 
out that cities will begin remitting court 
costs to the state quarterly as of Oct. 1, 
and that cities may retain 5 per cent of 
the court costs assessed locally as a 
service fee for collection. 


At present, Corsicana's Corporation 


. Court levies a fine, with no provision for 


assessing court costs.
